Anger as five stations including Redhill and Gatwick get cards 
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Residents have reacted angrily to 
the news that five other Surrey 
train stations are to get Oyster 
cards before Epsom, despite years 
of campaigning. 

Rail minister Claire Perry an¬ 
nounced on Thursday the contact¬ 
less system will be in use at Horley, 
Salfords, Earlswood, Redhill and 
Merstham, as well as Gatwick, 
while a start date has yet to be an¬ 
nounced for Epsom. 

This drew the ire of a number of 
residents on the Epsom Guardian 
website, some of whom criticised 
MP Chris Grayling who has backed 
the campaign. 

User EpsomAndEwell wrote: 
“Failing Grayling continuing to be 


ineffective for his constituents”, 
while El Hacko said: “Guess what: 
it’s not near enough to a general 
election to announce good news for 
safe Tory seat, so bet on a "yes" for 
Epsom Oyster around 2019.” 

Miss Anthropic wrote: “The intro¬ 
duction of the Oyster card scheme 
at Epsom is not 'delayed'; there was 
no intention whatsoever of intro¬ 
ducing it in September.” 

Epsom and Ewell borough coun¬ 
cillor Eber Kington described the 
move as “very disappointing”, 
adding that the issue is the one 
which councillors receive the most 
emails about. 

However Mr Grayling saw it as a 
positive development, saying it goes 
to show the “problems delaying 
Oyster have started to be resolved”. 

Coun Kington, Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion ward councillor for Ewell 
Court, said: “Here we are again. 


Once again we’re left wanting Oys¬ 
ter cards, and we see other stations 
getting them. 

“Why not Epsom? These decisions 
are made by the powers-that-be and 
they seem to have a blind spot when 
it comes to us. 

“The frustrating thing is we hear 
a lot about this from residents but 
we are very much powerless to do 
anything about it. It’s down to the 
train companies, the Department 
for Transport and London travel au¬ 
thorities.” 

Mr Grayling, the leader of the 
House of Commons said: “I’ve al¬ 
ready spoken to ministers with a 
view to getting Oyster for Epsom 
back on track and hope to have 
more news shortly.” 

The historic market town was due 
to see Oyster cards introduced in 
September, but those plans were de¬ 
layed indefinitely. 


At the time, Mr Grayling de¬ 
scribed the shelving as “incredibly 
disappointing”, given that all other 
stations in surrounding local au¬ 
thorities are already part of the 
scheme. 

Govia Thameslink Railway, which 
is partially responsible for agreeing 
the fare structure necessary to 
bring Oyster to Epsom blamed ‘is¬ 
sues between National Rail fares 
and Oyster fares’ for the delay. 

A spokesman for the company 
said: “The introduction of the new 
stations, and other lines of route 
into the Oyster Pay As You Go net¬ 
work has created a number of chal¬ 
lenges. 

“In some cases this also means 
agreeing the approach with other 
operators. Govia Thameslink Rail¬ 
way and Transport for London are 
working very hard to deliver the 
obligation as soon as is practical.”

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Activities for elderly in 
sights for spending cuts

Exercise classes, art sessions 
and transport for the elderly 
could be cut following a re¬ 
view of services under 
Epsom and Ewell borough 
council control. 

The majority Residents’ As¬ 
sociation group insists no de¬ 
cision will be made on 
council services without 
proper public consultation. 

But borough councillors 
from other parties are wor¬ 
ried that the Wells Centre in 
Spa Drive, Epsom - which 
provides computer and yoga 
classes, as well as tai chi and 
art groups for the over-55s - 
is under threat.

But leader of the Residents’

Raid: Three men broke into a house in Hillside 


Street in shock after 
raiders spray victims 


Banstead residents were 
forced to hide in a bedroom 
while three men raided their 
home. 

The men broke through the 
front door of a house in Hill¬ 
side, Banstead, at about 
11.30pm on Thursday, 
November 12. 

They then cornered the res¬ 
idents in a bedroom and 
sprayed them with an un¬ 
known liquid, burning their 
eyes, a spokesman said. 

The men then fled. Surrey 
Police believe nothing was 
taken. 

Ian Cole, who lives in Hill¬ 
side, said: “We heard they 
were sprayed with oil or 
some kind of liquid in their 
eyes, and that it was a rob¬ 
bery or a break-in. 


“It’s very shocking, very 
scary. You have to feel very 
sorry for those poor people.” 

Neighbour Alice Roberts, 
18, said: “We had police come 
round and ask us if we knew 
about it, but we haven’t heard 
much. 

“They came round on 
Thursday evening, and I re¬ 
member it because it was the 
day before the Paris attacks. 

“It’s really shocking, it 
doesn’t happen much around 
here at all.” 

Surrey Police are appealing 
to anyone who saw any suspi¬ 
cious activity, vehicles or 
people in the area last Thurs¬ 
day night.

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Choir narrowly miss the 
carnage on French trip

An opportunity to sing at the 
Magic Kingdom almost 
turned into a nightmare for a 
Banstead choir at the week¬ 
end as they narrowly avoided 
the murder and mayhem 
wrought by extremists in 
Paris. 

A heart-broken three-year- 
old hoping to meet Minnie 
Mouse was among the 53- 
strong group from the Surrey 
Show Choir who were in the 
French capital during the 
worst terrorist attack on Eu¬ 
ropean soil since the Madrid 
bombings in 2004. 

Fifty-three members of the 
choir from Banstead, Dork¬ 
ing and Woking took a coach 
to Disneyland Paris on Fri¬ 
day, November 13, and were 
due to sing in the theme park 
on Sunday. 

But after a national state of 
emergency was declared fol¬ 
lowing terrorist attacks at 
restaurants, a cafe, and a 
music hall, where 129 people 
died, their plans were quickly 
put on hold. 

The choir refused to be 
cowed by the terror of Friday 


night’s events, but the reality 
of the attack was lost on the 
youngest member of the 
choir touring party - three- 
year-old Isabella Kotcheff. 

Choir leader, Angela 
Mackenzie, 42, said: “On the 
way back to the coach in the 
evening Isabella said, 
‘mummy, are we going to Dis¬ 
neyland now?’ 

“It was just heart-break¬ 
ing.” 

She described the terrifying 
moment the news of the at¬ 
tacks reached them. 

Mrs Mackenzie said: “We 
had been in workshops with 


other choirs, and we were 
watching the parade, and the 
reports started coming in. 

“Everything just shut. 
There were rumours that 
Disneyland might be being 
targeted. 

“It was quite frightening. 

“The army were walking 
around, armed with guns. Se¬ 
curity were everywhere. 

“It is the rumours that are 
the worst - we didn’t know 
what was true and what 
wasn’t.” 

Mrs Mackenzie said that 
being so close to the terrible 
events of Friday, November 


13, made her and members of 
the choir grateful to be alive. 

She said: “The worst that 
happened to us was that we 
didn’t get to sing or go into 
the city. 

“However, at least we are 
all together. 

“It was frightening, but we 
were determined that what¬ 
ever happened we were not 
going to be cowed. 

“We are just so grateful that 
we got back safe and well. 

“I woke up this morning 
and felt absolute relief, con¬ 
sidering all that was going on 
around us.” 


Votes decide 

A Surrey County Council by- 
election is set to be fought out 
to replace the outgoing Liber¬ 
al Democrat, who dramati¬ 
cally resigned last month. 

Thursday’s byelection for 
the Epsom West seat will be 
contested by Labour’s Kate 
Chinn, Neil Dallen of the Res¬ 
idents’ Association, Liberal 
Democrat Julie Morris, Con¬ 
servative Karan Persand, 
Chris Crook of the Green 
party and Ukip’s Robert 
Leach. 

Polls will be open across 
nine stations in the Epsom 
West division on Thursday 
between 7am and 10pm, and 
the winner will be elected by 
the first past the post system. 

While the Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation are favourites, Epsom 
and Ewell’s Labour Party 
will hope to ride a wave of na¬ 
tional support to its first 
county council seat since 
1981. 

However Coun Dallen, who 
is currently a borough coun¬ 
cillor, says he’s running on a 
platform of experience, hav¬ 
ing served extensively on 
county council matters with 
local committees. 

He said: “My pitch to the 
voters would be that the Resi¬ 
dents’ Association has served 
Epsom and Ewell well for 
many decades now, and per¬ 
sonally I’m very experienced 
in county council work. 

“I’d be going to county 
council to make a differ¬ 
ence.” 

The Conservatives’ Karan 


in byelection 

Persand has pledged to help 
save the hugely popular 
Epsom Hospital, and he also 
believes the UK should rene¬ 
gotiate or even end its rela¬ 
tionship with Europe, 
“freeing the council to serve 
us not the EU”. 

The Liberal Democrats will 
hope a fightback from poor 
borough council results this 
summer will see them retain 
the seat, held until October 
by Stella Lallement. 

However the RA’s creden¬ 
tials as an opposition party 
have been questioned by the 
Liberal Democrat candidate, 
former borough councillor 
Julie Morris. 

Mrs Morris, who sat as a 
borough councillor until this 
summer, said: “A lot of them 
are Tories, and so they just go 
along with what the Tories on 
the county council want. 

“To a degree they also just 
get ignored by the 
Conservatives. 

“Whereas the Lib Dems are 
more of a proper opposition, 
and we have a proud record 
of standing up for local peo¬ 
ple’s rights.” 

And the Green party candi¬ 
date, Chris Crook, has said 
the need to build more hous¬ 
es and increase school places 
- as well as county council 
plans to shut recycling cen¬ 
tres - are the most important 
issues facing residents. 

The verification and count 
of votes will take place on 
Friday, November 20, at the 
Town Hall in Epsom.

He pulled over in Marsh Av¬ 
enue, Epsom to inspect under the 
bonnet just seconds before the 
cab was consumed by flames. 

The van was full of more than 
£3,000 worth of tools - some of 
which with priceless sentimental 
value as they were left to him by 
his father, Ford Kenyon, who 
died last October at the age of 66. 

Mr Kenyon also lost his track 
motorcycle, which he was plan¬ 
ning to ride on Saturday 
morning. 

He is yet to hear back from the 
insurance company about how 
much will be covered, but is try¬ 
ing to carry on as normal in the 
meantime. 

He said: “The worst thing was 
that some of the tools were ones 
left to me by my dad who died 
last year. 

“It didn’t really sink in until 
Monday morning and I tried to

get to work with what few tools I 
had left. 

“I’m fortunate to have a lot of 
friends who are also builders 
who have lent me tools, and my 
co-workers have lent me some as 
well.” 

Mr Kenyon’s burning van was 
parked between Glyn School in 
the Kingsway and Blenheim 
High School in Longmead Road, 
and a large crowd of school chil¬ 
dren gathered to watch on Friday 
morning before making their 
way to lessons. 

Witness Patrick McCarthy, 44, a 
sales director from adjacent 


Gibraltar Crescent, filmed the 
fire on his mobile phone. 

He said: “I had heard fire en¬ 
gines going off just as my son 
was leaving for school. 

“It was not really properly 
alight when I first saw it, then it 
went up very quickly. 

“A fire engine arrived and they 
just very casually whipped out 
the hoses and put it out. It was 
very good. 

“They were very efficient at 
putting it out.” 

Firefighters from Epsom fire 
station were called to Marsh 
Avenue at 8.20am.

Restored to its glory

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A new and improved grade-II 
listed historic building has risen 
from the ashes of a devastating 
fire nearly two years ago.

Ewell Court House was re¬ 
opened by the mayor of Epsom 
and Ewell, Councillor Christo¬ 
pher Frost, during a formal cere¬ 
mony on Thursday. 

He said: “It is fantastic to cele¬ 
brate the re-opening of a facility 
where the local community can, 
and does, come together. 

“I pay tribute to those who have 
worked so hard and so skilfully 
to recreate a building of which 
the borough can be proud. 

“With the considerable finan¬ 
cial pressures it is facing, I am 
also pleased that

M able to find 

the funding 
to ensure 
that Ewell 




Court House is not just re-open¬ 
ing the same as it was before, but 
better.” 

Councillor Jan Mason, chair¬ 
man of the council’s leisure com¬ 
mittee, despaired when she first 
saw the fire-ravaged building, 
but was delighted that the man¬ 
sion could be reinstated. 

The house was built in 1879 in¬ 
corporating an earlier building, 
Avenue House, which dates back 
to the late 17th century. 

Since the 19th century it has 
been used as an arsenal for a 
gunpowder business, and a base 
for ambulances, air raid wardens 
and a gas decontamination unit 
during World War II. 

In 2003, Epsom Council wanted 
to turn it into a residential devel¬ 
opment but this was strongly op¬ 
posed by residents who banded 
together to form Ewell Court 
House Organisation (Echo). 

The group persuaded the coun¬ 
cil to retain the house for a 
mix of commercial and commu¬

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New policy: Inmates at High Down prison are due to face a smoking ban next year 

Riot warning over 
prison smoking ban

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With complete smoking bans in 
prisons set to be rolled out across 
England and Wales, including 
eventually High Down prison, 
fears of riots have been height¬ 
ened after they broke out this 
summer in Australia following a 
similar ban. 

Bans were put in place in 
“open” prisons this month, and 
early next year it will be extend¬ 
ed to higher security facilities, 
the prisons minister Andrew 
Selous said. 

The move comes after pressure 
from prison unions to include 
jails in the ban on smoking in 
public places, which came into 
effect in 2007. 

In July a 15-hour riot broke out 
in a Melbourne prison - where 
prisoners lit fires and smashed 
windows - in reaction to a smok¬ 
ing ban. 

Public Health England, in a re¬ 
port into smoking in prisons, 
said: “Smoking damages the 
health of offenders and those 
around them, exacerbates 
existing health inequalities 
for offenders, compared with 
the general population, and is 
likely to contribute to feelings 


of marginalisation.” 

But the partner of one High 
Down prisoner, who wished to re¬ 
main anonymous, warned that it 
could lead to “riots and a lot of 
trouble”. 

She said her partner, who is 
serving 12 months in High Down 
for drug-related offences, spends 
“up to 24 hours a day” in his cell 
at the weekend, and the boredom 
factor would contribute to 
unrest. 

She said: “A very, very high 
number of prisoners smoke and 
while they’re working during the 
week, they need something to do 
to pass the long hours at the 
weekend. 

“A big reason why they smoke 
is boredom and if you take that 
away from them there will be a 
lot of anger, needlessly.” 

Smokers’ rights advocacy 
group Forest echoed this, saying 
that the “highly stressful nature” 
of prisons would be exacerbated 
by a withdrawal of cigarettes. 

Director Simon Clark said: 
“While smoking isn’t a right, it 
does seem rather heavy-handed 
and petty to take it away from 
prisoners. 

“The prison authorities should 
be more pragmatic about this. 

“To an extent maybe they’re 
taking advantage of the lack of 
public sympathy for prisoners. It 


does seem vindictive.” 

The Prison Reform Trust also 
weighed in, urging a “sensible 
and considered approach”, which 
would include allowing prisoners 
an ability to smoke outside 
freely, rather than implement an 
outright ban. 

It is estimated by UK health ex¬ 
perts that more than 80 per cent 
of prisoners smoke, compared 
with 13 per cent in the general 
adult population, and while 
smoking in communal areas has 
been banned for some time, pris¬ 
oners are currently allowed to 
smoke in their cells. 

One problem the fire service 
faces is fires in cells at High 
Down, which are usually started 
with “smoking paraphernalia”, 
according to crews at Banstead. 

However, the service rejected 
the idea that a smoking ban 
would reduce the frequency of 
such fires, which can happen “up 
to three times a week”. 

A spokesman said: “These fires 
are not started inadvertently - 
nine times out of ten they’re lit 
with lighters and other smoking 
equipment. 

“So as long as prisoners have 
smoking paraphernalia, for 
smoking during their outdoors 
time, we’re probably going to 
continue to be called out to cell 
fires.”

When the 18-year-old got off 
at Stoneleigh station, he was 
punched by a man waiting on 
the platform.

Fears over rise in illegal puppy farms

The boroughs of Epsom and 
Ewell and Reigate and 
Banstead have no licensed 
dog breeders, a report by 
Battersea Dogs Home has re¬ 
vealed, leading to questions 
of “backstreet breeding” 
and animal cruelty in the 
area. 

Epsom and Ewell borough 
council said it investigated 
two allegations of illegal 
puppy farming in the past 12 
months, but neither met the 
criteria for “commercial dog 
breeding”. 

The situation is marginally 
better in neighbouring Mole 
Valley district, where four 
breeders have been granted 


licenses by the council. 

Government figures show 
560,000 puppies are born in 
England every year, but the 
lack of regulation has meant 
less than 12 per cent are bred 
by licensed breeders. 

Mole Valley Liberal 
Democrats are fighting for 
changes to make licensing 
mandatory with financial 
penalties for misconduct 
and a ban on the sale of 
puppies under eight weeks’ 
old. 

Lib Dem parliamentary 
spokesman for Mole Valley 
Paul Kennedy said the “sig¬ 
nificant problem” needed to 
be tackled “urgently”. 


He said: “It is scandalous. 

“The lack of regulation 
gives a free rein to criminals 
seeking to exploit puppies 
for financial gain, with 
no concern for animal 
welfare. 

“Criminals who farm pup¬ 
pies illegally must face fi¬ 
nancial penalties and be 
banned from trading.” 

Battersea Dogs Home chief 
executive, Claire Horton, 
said: “Every day Battersea 
takes in dogs that have been 
abandoned by owners who 
bought them online or from 
‘the man down the street’, 
which have come from un¬ 
known breeding premises.” 


BUDGET CUTS: Data shows rise in serious crimes... As police reveal jobs will be axed 


Bobbies on the beat to dwindle

Feeling the pinch from aus¬ 
terity-driven budget cuts, 
Surrey Police said it is to cut 
400 jobs and £25m over the 
next four years, despite ris¬ 
ing reports of rape, domestic 
abuse and incidents involv¬ 
ing vulnerable people. 

While the majority of the 
job losses will be made from 
back office staff positions, 


some will be from the corps 
of officers, the Police Federa¬ 
tion confirmed. This would 
mean fewer officers on the 
streets of Epsom and Ewell. 

Police Federation chairman 
Mike Dodds said: “These job 
losses will have a devastating 
impact. Whether it is officers 
or staff, there will just be 
fewer people. But only time 
will tell. 

“They stem from Conserva¬ 
tive Government cuts; the 
fact is that there is far less 
money from Government. 


“This is something that is 
been happening up and down 
the country and sadly Surrey 
is not immune.” 

Surrey Police also released 
data that shows increased 
instances of serious crimes, 
including rape, domestic 
abuse and crimes against 
vulnerable people. 

Surrey Police say up to 60 
per cent of all incidents in 
the past three years involve a 
vulnerable victim, witness or 
offender. 

In the same period, reports 


of rape has jumped 153 per 
cent, and domestic abuse has 
increased by 34 per cent. 

This has meant the force 
will have to “prioritise” these 
crimes over ones such as 
petrol theft, the Surrey Police 
has said. 

Chief Constable Lynne 
Owens was accused by 
MPs of making life easier for 
Surrey criminals at a Home 
Affairs Select Committee 
meeting on November 3.

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Mum who drove at 
autistic cyclist jailed 


REPORTER 
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A mother-of- six who used her 
turbo-charged 4x4 as a “weapon” 
and ran it into an autistic cyclist 
was “out of control”, a judge who 
jailed her for three years has 
said. 

Natalie Pyne, 31, of Church 
Road, Worcester Park, had five 
children in her white Audi Q7 
when she tried to run down 
Simon Edgley, who has autism, 
in a road rage attack in Kingston 
on June 7 last year. 

The pair had argued moments 
earlier. 

During Pyne’s sentencing at 
Kingston Crown Court on Fri¬ 
day, November 6, Judge Susan 
Tapping said: “I have given con¬ 
siderable consideration to your 
circumstances. You deliberately 
used your car as a weapon. 

“You were out of control.” 

Judge Tapping added it was 
“good luck” that Pyne did not se¬ 
riously injure Mr Edgely, both in 
the original crash and when re¬ 
versing away. 

The car clipped Mr Edgley, who 
escaped with no major injuries, 
although his bike was severely 
mangled. The car also ploughed

into the Park Salon in Park Road, 
causing more than £25,000 worth 
of damage. 

Reacting to the verdict, Mr Edg¬ 
ley said: “I don’t want a mother 
of six going to prison, because 
that’s on my conscience. 

“Since the accident I haven’t 
been able to go out. I’ve managed 
for a while [to cycle], until I met 
three motor vehicles at a round¬ 
about and haven’t since. I don’t 
know if I ever will again.” 

During the trial this year Pyne 
had claimed her 4x4 malfunc¬ 
tioned, causing her to crash into 
the salon. 

Witness PC Peter Traylor had 
told the jury he could find 
“no fault” with Pyne’s “very 


powerful” car. 

Pyne, formerly of Mount Pleas¬ 
ant Road, New Malden, was 
found guilty of attempted 
grievous bodily harm following 
the trial in October. 

During the sentencing hearing 
prosecutor Nicholas Cooper re¬ 
counted a witness who had de¬ 
scribed Mr Edgley mounting a 
kerb to get away from the car, be¬ 
fore it drove towards him and 
“carried him into a shop win¬ 
dow” by the bonnet. 

The court also heard Pyne had 
previous driving-related convic¬ 
tions. 

In March 2009, she was convict¬ 
ed of dangerous driving for 
drunkenly driving at more than 
70mph on the wrong side of the 
road in January of that year. She 
was disqualified from driving for 
12 months and given a suspended 
sentence at the time, the court 
heard. 

Defence counsel Lisa Bald 
called for a “justifiable act of 
mercy” and described the case as 
a “flash of anger that happened 
in seconds”. 

She added: “She is not a woman 
prone to aggressive outbursts, 
she is not that type of person and 
this wasn’t an act of violence.” 

Pyne was also banned from 
driving for four years. 


Policy revision 

Epsom and Ewell borough council voted 
to adopt a revised Hackney carriage and 
private hire licensing policy after a peri¬ 
odic review. 

The revised policy was approved during 
a meeting on Thursday, October 15. 

The previous policy had been in effect 
since January 2014. 

The council issues licences for people to 
drive private hire or Hackney carriage 
vehicles, subject to a Criminal Records 
Bureau and regular medical checks.

Physiotherapist struck off 


A physiotherapist who practised at hos¬ 
pitals in Epsom and Leatherhead has 
been struck off for removing patient 
records from hospital premises and for 
poor record keeping. 

Ross Taggart’s licence was revoked fol¬ 
lowing a hearing by the Health and Care 
Professions Council. 

Mr Taggart worked at Epsom General 
Hospital from May to November 2010, 
and at Leatherhead Hospital from 
November 2010 until January 2011. 


It was later discovered that some of his 
patient notes were missing. 

A full audit was carried out and he was 
suspended for a year after admitting the 
allegations before the Conduct and Com¬ 
petence Committee on November 8,2012. 

The suspension order was extended in 
November 2013 and November 2014. 

On Friday, October 30, the Health and 
Care Professions Council struck him off 
the register. He was not present or rep¬ 
resented at the hearing.

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Your Pet 

and the Signs of Ageing 


It can sometimes be 
hard to notice the signals 
that indicate your pet is 
getting older. However, 
given that you know your pet 
better than anyone else you will 
be best-placed to pick up on the signs of ageing in your 
companion, if you are aware of what to look for. 

Which signs may be noticeable? 

Activity 

Some older pets will have less vitality and may find it difficult to 
perform activities that used to be easy for them. Ageing pets will 
often sleep more. Dogs may lose interest in their toys or show 
less enthusiasm when out for walks, where cats may be more 
reluctant to go outside and be less inclined to jump up or down 
from high surfaces. If you do notice any changes in your pet’s 
activity with age, it is always worth taking your pet to the vet for a 
joint check. Joint sensitivities can sometimes be masked by the 
signs of ageing. 

Weight 

The metabolism of elderly pets can change. Particularly in dogs, 
muscle is often lost while fat tends to develop. With the passing 
years, the chance of excess weight gain and obesity is often higher 
in dogs and cats. This weight gain may be noticeable as a change 
in your pet’s silhouette, so their waist is less visible and their ribs 
are harder to feel. Speak to your vet for tailored advice if you notice 
any weight gain. It is important to adjust which diet you feed and 
the exact amount you feed to meet your pet’s individual needs, 
matching their ageing status and activity level. Weighing the food 
out accurately at every meal is always recommended. 

You may also need to encourage your companion to be more 
active, even if their daily activities need to be gentler than they 
were before. For example, you can encourage your cat to play 
with toys, even if they choose to spend more time inside the 
house and cat shelving can be installed to encourage them to 
climb. Dogs can be taken for more frequent, shorter walks on the 
lead, rather than longer, less regular off-lead runs. 


Unlike dogs, once cats reach a second point in the ageing 
process (usually at around 12 years of age) they may actually 
start to lose some weight. If you notice your cat (or any pet) is 
losing weight, it is always worth getting them checked by a vet, to 
rule out any serious concerns. However, if no concerns are found, 
a higher energy diet may be recommended for cats at this point. 

Other Signs of Ageing 

Other signs include behavioural changes, alterations in sight, 
hearing and smell and changes in your pet’s coat and skin. Any 
of these changes should be reported to your vet for further 
investigation. Ageing may also bring about invisible changes to the 
kidneys, heart and other organs, so it is always worth taking your 
companion for regular senior pet health checks at the vets where 
these will be screened for. 

When will my pet start to age? 

Of course, different sized pets start 
the ageing process at different times 
in their lives. All pets will age at 
slightly different rates but changes 
due to ageing are usually seen from 
the age of seven years in cats, five 
years in large breed dogs, seven 
years in medium breed dogs and 
eight years in small breed dogs. . 

Nutrition can be an excellent 
way to help support your pet 
throughout their ageing 
process, so do ask your 
specialist pet food retailer 
or vet for their nutritional 
recommendations, which 
they will tailor to suit your 
pet’s exact needs.

Could your Epsom property save you from Pension oblivion? 


If you were born in the early 1970’s or late 
1960’s, if you haven’t started to think about it 
yet, retirement is closer than you think. In fact 
the number of years you have left to work is less 
than the number of years you have worked. The 
basic state pension is worth £115.95 a week for 
a single person in 2015/16 (or £6,029 a year) 
and £231.90 a week for a couple (£12,118 a 
year) as long as your partner has paid their 
stamp (although there are certain get of jail 
cards if they haven’t). 

As a household, could you live on just over £12k 
a year? 

However, could the property you are living in in 
Epsom save you from poverty when you reach 
retirement? You see, a regular income is vital in 
retirement and the bricks and mortar you own in 
Epsom could provide a way for you to finance life 
when you retire. 

If you are in your 30’s, instead of saddling yourself 
with bigger and bigger mortgages, going from your 
first time buyer flat, to a terraced, to the semi and then 
the large detached house, you could instead keep 
your terraced or semi, invest in a buy to let property 
and let the rent pay the mortgage and rely on capital 
growth to provide you with a lump sum when you 
sell the property and retire. One of the biggest plus 


points of buy to let is what is known as leverage. Let 
me explain ... say you have a deposit of 25% and the 
value of the property rises by 3% a year, your gains in 
fact multiply to 12%. However, if property prices drop, 
‘leverage’ can be catastrophic, as losses will also be 
multiplied. Property values have dropped a number 
of times in the last 50 years, but they always seem 
to bounce back ... property must be seen as a long 
term investment. 

Let me explain how leverage could work for you. 
If you had bought an Epsom house in Spring of 
1983 for £70,000, using a 75% mortgage and 25% 
deposit, (meaning your deposit would be £17,500). 
Today, that Epsom property would have risen in value 
to £506,653, a rise of 623.8%. However, when you 
look at the growth on just your deposit, the rise is 
even better ... instead of 623.8%, we see a rise of 
2795% (remembering that the mortgage would have 
been paid off). 

However, buy to let is not all about capital growth in 
retirement, income is more important than capital 
growth, as rent is the key to a steady income. 

So surely the best strategy is to buy those Epsom 
properties with the high rents (when compared to 
the value of the property). These are called high 
yield properties in the buy to let world because the 
monthly return is so much greater. So surely they 


are the best in Epsom? Possibly, but the properties 
that offer these higher yields (in the order of 5% to 
6% per year) tend to be in such areas as Longmead 
or Watersedge in Epsom, historically they haven’t 
offered such good capital growth when compared to 
the average and sometimes have a higher tendency 
for void periods and maintenance. 

Therefore, if a high maintenance rental portfolio 
wasn’t for you, another strategy could be buy a 
property with relatively smaller rental returns of 3% 
to 4% per year (i.e. lower yields), but in a more up 
market area such as Woodcote. Properties such as 
these tend to suffer from less void periods (i.e. when 
there is no tenant in the property paying you rent) 
and they historically have had better long term capital 
growth when compared to the town average. 

Every landlord is different and every property is 
different. All I suggest to you is do your homework.

D ane Baptiste has experi¬ 
enced significant racial bar¬ 
riers in his rise to fame - but 
the comedian's first UK tour kicks 
off in 2016, writes Jake Bacon. 

The Independent's Face to 
Watch in 2015 revealed he has 
had to keep his mouth shut when 
heckled racist abuse from audi¬ 


ences. 

Reasonable Doubts will hit 
Epsom Playhouse on March 4 
which will mark the start of 27 
shows across Britain - concluding 
at Soho Theatre in London - his 
home city. 

The funny man says: "I've expe¬ 
rienced race problems on both 
sides of the curtain. 

"When I was trying to put for¬ 
ward a new TV show, the people 
already had a black person 
creating something and they 
asked 'how can we tell the differ¬ 
ence between what you and him 
look like?' 

"It's bad how some critics be¬ 
lieve there are no problems with 
race in the world - I mean do peo¬ 
ple think that we are not here? 

"I've heard people heckle racist 
words at me but I'm not the kind 
of guy to get angry and respond 
to them on stage. 

"If race is all some people have 
and the idea that it makes you su¬ 
perior to others then I feel sorry 
for you." 

Baptiste was the first black 
Briton to be nominated for best 
newcomer at the Edinburgh 
Fringe in 2014 and was nominat¬ 
ed for a Chortle Award this year. 


Reasonable Doubts will see the 
comedian talk about how his life 
has changed during the past year, 
the recent fame he has come into 
and what it has been like for him 
in the profession. 

Baptiste says his hometown 
Hither Green had an influence on 
his comedy. 

He adds: "Lewisham and Cat- 
ford were very close to where I 
lived so it meant I could broaden 
my horizons. You had people from 
different religions and race grow¬ 
ing up around me which 
was great. 

"The nearest school , 
to me was a private' 
one down the road but 
there was a youth club where 
everyone would meet up with 
all types of people there. 

"Some people from the 
youth club took drugs and 
went to prison - it made me 
have more of an objective 
view on these things. 

Baptiste, who had his show 
Sunny D aired on BBC3, hopes 
to write his own black British 
sitcom one day. 

He has featured on comedy 
panel game shows Safeword 
and Virtually Famous, broad¬ 
casted on ITV2 and E4 
respectively. 

He said: "There hasn't been a 
black British sitcom on TV for 
more than 20 years. 

"At the moment, a dog has 
more chance of having one than a 
black person. How much can it 
hurt to give a black 


person the same opportunity?"

Charlie Edwards may not 
have enjoyed his days as an 
amateur boxer, but he is 
convinced those hard days 
have made him the title¬ 
holding pro boxer he is 
today, writes Tim Ashton. 

The 22-year-old former 
Earlsfield ABC man de¬ 
fends his English flyweight 
title on Saturday against 
Phil Smith at the Manch¬ 
ester Arena. 

Edwards, who grew up in 
Beddington and now lives 
in Epsom, won the title in 
only his fifth pro fight with 
Matchroom Boxing. 

And since turning pro 
last year, Edwards has seen 
a boxing world totally at 
odds to the amateur scene. 

It includes having his 
boxing base in Marbella, 
having signed to Macklin’s 
Gym Marbella (MGM). 

Edwards said: “My prepa¬ 
ration for this fight has 
been spot on, it could not 
have gone any better. 

“I am now based in Mar¬ 
bella with a new coach in 
Danny Vaughan and signed 
to MGM. The facilities are 
great, and the food is so 
clean. 

“I am really pushing on 
in my boxing career and 
now I have a great team 
around me. With MGM, 
Sky Sports and Matchroom 
behind me, it’s perfect.” 

He added: “I look back at 
my amateur career and re¬ 
alise it was a bit of a joke 
boxing with England. 

“We’d go to these coun¬ 
tries in Europe and get 
such dodgy decisions. You 
knew you’d won a fight, but 
know the decision would go 
against you because Eng¬ 
land were hated. 

“You got to the point 
where you were just laugh¬ 
ing, but it has made me the 
boxer I am today.”

He added: “The more sup¬ 
port you get at home the bet¬ 
ter your home record is likely 
to be. 

“We’re hoping the council 
will give us a little bit of help, 
give us some plots to consid¬ 
er, and at the moment we are 
still looking to get grants. 


“If we do move back into 
the borough, which is key, 
you’d get more supporters 
and would be good for the 
whole area.” 

Despite their record on the 
road, the Salts were held to a 
1-1 draw at Knaphill on Sat¬ 
urday, but they also came 
back from 3-1 down to take a 
point off the unbeaten lead¬ 
ers Hartley Wintney in their 
own back yard. 

The back-to-back draws 


leave the Salts fourth in the 
table, nine points off the lead¬ 
ers, and they host Hanworth 
Villa this weekend.
